Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/28/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
Page 5: 

The applicant argues that the addition of Ellis to Shintani does not meet the 
limitation of the first selection procedure, wherein a main channel is fixed to the current 
channel being watched without pressing a numerical key on the remote. Ellis shows (in 
figure 6C) that a main channel can be chosen by pressing of the up and down buttons 
on the remote (part 71). So while the figure shows that the channel is being chose by 
the numerical keys, there is also shown the option of selecting the channel using non- 
numerical keys. Figure 1 1 of Ellis shows that by pressing the "right" button on the 
remote, that a user can gain access to the sub-channels for the main channel (channel 
9 in the figure) without pressing of a numerical key. Although it is shown that the "9" key 
is pressed, using figure 6C to show that a main channel can be chosen using the "up" 
and "down" keys, it is therefore possible to get to the method shown in figure 1 1 without 
pressing the "9" key. The applicant also argues that figure 1 1 shows that the user is 
currently watching channel 15, while the minor channel being chosen is under channel 
9, which is not the channel being currently watched and therefore does not meet the 
limitation. There is nothing in Ellis that indicates that the user could not navigate to the 
current channel being viewed (15 in this case) from the inputted channel number 9 
using the arrow keys, and then select the minor channels of 15 by using the arrow keys. 
The examiner interprets this scenario as meeting the limitation.
